These 
relations,  howevor,  aro  very  fow,  for  they 
havo  remain »1,  like  tho  primitive  races, 
exclusively  tillers  of  the  soil  and  war- 
riors. They  onlivato  tho  ground,  armed 
from  head  to  foot  always  ready  to  de- 
fend their  portion  of  earth,  from  which, 
with  great  difficulty,  they  derive  a 
meagre  sustonanoe.  Thoy  live  on  little 
and  are  coutont  to  thus  live  in  this  sort 
of  nstivo  country  whioh  thoy  havo  00- 
eupiod  for  ocnturies.

Sponges  which  ore  kept  for  0  few 
hours  in  0  solntion  of  bromino  (mode  by 
adding  about  10  drops  to  every  fire 
ounces  of  water)  acquire  e  fine  hght  tint 
which  may  be  stiil  further  improved  by 
dipping  them  in  dilute  sulphnrio  acid 
and  then  washing  them  well  in  water. 
This  is  a  far  better  way  to  bleach  sponges 
than  tho  chlorine  process,  which  is  un- 
satisfactory at  the  best  or  tho  tedious 
sulphnrio  acid  method. 

Manganese  steel  is  very  dense,  tough, 
and  hard.  It  does  not  require  to  -be 
forged  or  rolled  to  impart  strength  to  it 
bko  most  steel  It  does  uot  tarnish 
readily.  A  magnot  does  not  attract  it 
When  brought  to  a  white  beat  and 
plunged  in  water  it  turns  soft  and  not 
hard.  Its  castings  hove  very  few  flaws. 
It  is  made  by  pouring  from  10  to  13  per 
cent  of  rich  ferro-monganese  into  mol- 
ten steel  and  mixing  tho  two  together 
before  the  alloy  is  run  off  into  ingots. 

A  scientiflo  journal  reports  that  a  com- 
position of  sand,  cork,  and  lime  molded 
into  blocks  is  uow  on  trial  in  Germany 
for  building  hght  partitions.  It  is  said 
to  havo  the  advantage  of  excluding 
sounds  better  than  ordinary  brick  work, 
whilo  being  light  and  a  good  uou-eon- 
dnctor.  Bnt  a  composition  of  hard- 
wood sawdust  applied  on  lath  liko  com- 
mon plaster  is  cheaper  than  the  German 
method  of  constructing  partitions,  is 
much  lighter,  and  has  other  desirable 
qualities. 

A  report  submitted  by  Mr.  Milne 
Homo  to  the  Boyal  Society,  Edinburgh, 
states  that  at  a  period  geologically  recent 
in  tho  earth's  history  an  orctio  climate 
prevailed  in  part  of  Northern  Europe, 
aud  as  an  effect  of  this  there  occurred 
local  glaciers  in  Scotland,  leaving  some 
of  their  traces  still  risible.
